F general, every thing is very much coord here 
fince the death of MalpigM, there are fcarce any 
who apply themfelves to the (hidy of Nature. His 
Antaogniit Sbaragli told me in palling through Bononm 
that He intended to give fomething to the pub- 
lick,, upon the fecretions and ftru&ure of the Glands, 
asalfo upon .the ufe of the Nerves, Senior Jehu 
Baptifta Trhmphetti is going to Print a Botanic 
difcourfe, he will add the Figures of fome Plants that 
have npt yet been defcribed* Senior Lancifi has pixx 
mifed to fend me fome con ful rations of Malpigki, with 
Notes after his manner, and fome other opufcuU, which 
will make a good fupplement to the Poft humous works 
of Mdpighul Jhave brought from Naples two new Books, 
one contains fomeDiffertations concerning Acids- 5 and the 
lerroexit o£ the Stotnach,wrote by Sw&ninettis the other, 
whichis ofMrMonforte h de ftcterufn dij}#ntits>Tj&¥xyy~ 
age round the World of MonfiQuxOimellr irprfaleMn 
6 Vol in 120.

paffing Florcttee, Monfieur MeMm? he is at pjrefent bn- 
fie in writing the Anatomy of the Body of Man, in the 
Tufcan Language-He allured me this work was wrote fo 
clearly ,and that he had taken fuch pains to explain the 
ftraftions,b? example, from ordinary /Mechanicks, and 
the commoneft things, rhHtthemoftigttdrant could 
underftand them. He fpoke tcr rtie likewife of another 

work 
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Work of his in Lath? upon the eflfe&s of the Barome* 
ter, where he explains, a Priori the equilibrium of Li^ 
quors. I preffed him to publifh this laft, and to finifh 
what he has only begun, I mean his Treatife de villa 
c'Ontra&iti & contra&ione natnralL At Rome, I faw fome 
Manufcripts of the late famous Borelli at the SchoU 
pi#j where he died. One of them is a difcourfe cf 
his de volaUi homimtm, wherein by Mechs nicks he pre- 
tends to make up the natural defefts a man has to fly. 
There are alfo many other Academical difcourfe s, a- 
mongft the reft one de veterum triremibus, and a fupple- 
ment to his Book de incendio montis IEtn£. There are 
fome of thefe not perfe&ed, but that de volafu heminum 
was fitted for the Prefs, and left out by the publishers 
of his Books de motti Animaliitm, where the Author in- 
tended k fhould have been inferted* Some others of 
thefe Academical Difcourfes were by him read in the 
Academy of the Queen of Sweden, and ready for the 
Prefs. I had almofl: forgot to tell you that I faw at 
Bonoma^a very fine preparation of the Human Organ 
of hearing, where all the parts of the Ear from the 
outward Cartilarge to the place where the Auditory 
Nerves begin to diftribute themfelvesare kept together 
without any feparation $ the Author thereof Senior 
Valfalva told me he would fpeedily publifh fomething, 
not being fatisfy'd with what is already made publick 
upon that fubfd. 
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
